Capt. Wimer landed in a high: 
tree. He suffered an injury to his 


back when he lost his hold on the 
tree in descending and fell 20 feet 
to the ground. 

An all-night search for Licut. 
Gray ended this morning with the 
finding of his body several hun 
dred yards from where Capt. W!- 
mer landed. 

Had Not Pulled Parachute Ring. 

The plane crashed into a tree 
about 300 yards from where Gray's 
body was found. The impact 
| snapped off the tree trunk anda 
scattered portions of the wings and 
fuselage of the airplane. 

Gray's body was found by en- 
listed men of the air wnit. who 
were sent out at daylight to aid in 
the search. His parachute war 
partly open, but the ring controi- 
ling the release cable was still in 
its container. It could not be de- 
termined whether Gray had at- 
tempted to pull the ring and had 
failed to release the parachute, or 
possibly misjudged the @ ‘tnce tt, 
the ground in the darkness anc de- 
layed releasing the ring for fear 
the parachute would become en 
tangled in the falling plane. li 
was thought probable that the par. 
achute was ripped open by the 
branches of a tree through whici 
he fell. All parachute. used by the 
National Guard are opened and rce- 
packed monthly by experts.

Wimer, a brother of Alderman 
Sain Wimmer. and Gray took off 
from Lambert-St. Louis Field at 
10 o'clock yesterday morning in 
an 0-17 training airplane ie:

Wimer piloted 
the Senator tu his home, near Jet- 
ferson City. and then returned fo: 
Gray. They started for home at 
5.50 p. m., expecting to reach 
Lambert Fieid in an hour, accord- 
ing to Wimer, whose account of 
the flight follows: 

“About 2.0 miles out of Jeffer- 
son City we ran into a strong head 
wind, rain and fog.

Herrick, late Ambassador to 
France, today was laid to rest here 
in the soil of his native land, with 
the simple ceremony he had re- 


quested before his death. 

The burial service held as_ the 
body was lowered to its final rest- 
ing place followed an impressive 
funeral in Trinity Episcopal Cathe- 
dral and a long procession from 
the church to the grave side in 
Lakeview Cemetery. 

While the relatives broke into 
tears, Bishop William A. Leonard 
spoke the last words of the buri- 
al service at the grave, and with 
mourners standing with bowed 
heads and the military guard of 
honor at attention, a bugler sound- 
ed the plaintive notes of “Taps.” 

The casket, draped with an 
United States flag, was lowered 
into the earth, and the service 
was ended. 

The funeral in the Cathedral 
was conducted with a beautiful 
simplicity and solemnity by Bish- 
op Leonard and his assistants, 
Bishop Coadjutor Warren L. Rog- 
ers and Dean Francis 8S. White. 

French Medal on Casket. 

Draped with flags of many na- 
tions, the chancel of the Cathe- 
dral, with its tall lighted candles, 
cast a somber light upon the cas- 
ket that stood at its front. Atop 
the unopened casket was a black 
satin pillow bearing the medal of 
the Legion of Honor, and at the 
foot was a large silver palm. Both 
decorations were expressions of 
tribute from France to the Ambas- 
sador that it looked upon as an 
adopted son. 

The solemnity of the service was 
heightened by its simplicity. There 
Was no sermon, and except for 
wreaths from President Hoover, 
Myers Y. Cooper, Governor of 
Ohio, and Secretary of State Stim- 
son, at the request of the family, 

there were no flowers. The vested 
Cathedral choir sang three hymns, 
“Nearer My God to Thee,” “J.ead 
Kindly Light,” and “Abide With 
Me.” 

Seated in the front, facing the 
casket, were the relatives, the Am- 
bassador’s son and daughter-in- 
law, Mr. and Mrs. Parmely Her- 
rick, their son Parmely Herrick 
Jr. and oO. R.. Herrick, aged 
brother of the A’'mbassador 

Nearby was seated Col. Charles 
A. Lindbergh and Count de Sar- 
tiges, official rep-:esentetive of 
France.

Others close to the mourners’ 
pew were Postmaster General 
Walter F. Brown, representing 
President Hoover; William R. Cas- 
tle Jr., of the Department of State; 
David §S. Ingalls, Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy: Gov. Cooper of 
Ohio. and his staff; Major-General 
Deennis E. Nolan, and Lieutenant- 
Colonel Harry Harley of the Unit- 
ed States Army. 

Further back were representa- 
tives of civic organizations, city 
officials and members of religious 
and military bodies. 

Only a half hour was required 
for the services in the Cathedral. 
Then the mourners filed out, led 
by the relatives. Behind ther 
marched pallbearers selected from 
the National Guard, bearing the 
casket on their shoulders. It was 
raining lightly outside as the cas- 
ket appeared at the door. Never- 
theless, hundreds of people, who 
were unable to gain admission to 
the church, were waiting on both 
sides of Euclid avenue to see the 
procession start on its way to the 
grave in Lakeview Cemetery. 

The appearance of the casket 
was the signal for two cavalry 
troops to draw sabers and present 
arms. They remained at attention 
until the body was placed in the 
hearse. 

Then wheeling into line across 
Euclid avenue, the cavalry formed 
itself into a guard of honor to lead 
the way to the cemetery. Stand- 
ing 20 paces apart, 1000 policemen 
and firemen on each side of the 
route, stood guard and saluted as 
the cortege passed. 

When the service began, all ac 
tivities in the city ceased for five 
minutes. Thousands bowed their 
heads in prayer for the period of 
homage which had been called for 
by the Mayor's proclamation.

VINDICATES PATTERSON 
IN DRY LAW TRAPPING 


Decision by Judge Kenyon 
Holds Senator, Former U. S. 
Prosecutor, Blameless. 


A decision written by United 
States Circuit Judge Kenyon and 
concurred in by nis coileague, 
Judge Symes, which was handed 
down here today, holds United 
States Senator Roszoe C. Patter- 


son blameless on the evidence pre- 
sented in the “entrapment” of a 
Federal prohibition agent accused 
of bribery. 

United States District Judge Mar- 
tineau had criticised Patterson’s 
part, as District Attorney at Kan- 
sas City, in the provecution of the 
agent and in the preliminary work 
of obtaining evidence against the 
man. The agent, James Robinson, 
of Kansas City, was accused of ac- 
cepting a $250 bribe from Daniel 
Marsh, a Kansas City druggist, in 
return for his promise to absent 
himself from Marsh’s trial on a 
liquor charge, where Robinson was 
to be the principal witness 
Robinson was convicted and sen- 
tenced to 18 months in the peni- 
tentiary. He appealed, and Judge 
Martineau reversed the conviction 
and remanded the case to the Dié- 
trict Court for a new trial. It wus 
in reversal that he criticised the 
prosecution of the case, which was 
headed by Patterson as District 
Attorney. 

Judge Martineau’s reversal read 
in part: ‘“‘The purpose of the Gov- 
ernment, through its agents, should 
be to prevent crime and not to 
encourage its commission. This is 
certainly true with reference to 
crimes like the one with which 
Robinson is charged. Human na- 
ture is too frail and weak in many 
cases to withstand temptations 
such as might be offered in the 
form of money. 

“It seems unreasonable, if not 
unconscionable that the Govern- 
ment through its agents, would be 
permitted to offer Marsh, an ad- 
mitted violator of the law, § itn- 


munity, if he could, by offering 
money, bribe the chief witness 
against him to commit another 


violation of the law. Imnu.unity 
was bound to be his reward if he 
succeeded.” 

Judge Kenyon’s’~ decision does 
not change the result of Judge 
Martineau’s finding, reversing the 
conviction of Robinson, but dis- 
agrees with his conclusions of law, 
concerning the “entrapment.” 
“Who originated in this case the 
idea of bribing Robinson not to ap- 
pear in the case of the Government 
against Marsh,” Judge Kenyon 
asked. ‘Was it the Gov.rnment’s 
agents, or did the idea of securing 
the money originate ‘vith the do- 
fendant? 

“Certainly when the Govern- 
ment understood that an attemnt 
was being made to bribe one of its 
witnesses, so as to bring about his 
absence from the trial, it had the 
right to investigate to find out the 
real situation and had the right 
to detect the crime even if it em- 
ployed means which might seem 
to dissemble, in order to obtain the 
result." 

The opinion then sets out that 
any question as to who originated 
the idea of the bribery, should be 
for the jury to decide. It points 
out that both Judges concur with 
Judge Martineau in the reversal 
and remanding for trial, but for 
two reasons, other than the prin-

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NEW BANKNOTES 
SAVE 1000 ACRES 
OF PAPER A YEAR 


Those of Smaller Size Than 
Present Issue Will Be Cir- 
culated After July 1. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 15.—J. W. 
Pole, Comptrolier of the Currency, 
declared in a radio address last 
night that reduction in the size of 
paper money which will be put Mto 
circulation after July 1 would save 
the Government enough paper an- 
nually to cover 1000 acres, or about 
43,681,000 square feet. 

The Comptroller said the abbre- 
viated currency would be more ar- 
tistic than that formerly used, 
more convenient and more diffi- 
cult to counterfeit. 

“With the present outstanding 
paper cfreulation of about $5,000,- 
000,000 for which there must 
eventually be substituted a: like 
amount of new currency in the re- 
duced size,” he said. ‘“‘The Treas- 
ury has a gigantic task to  per- 
form,” 

He explained that for a time 
both sizes of currency would be in 
use until the larger paper money 
was retired. New currency in de- 
nominations above $20 would not 
be issued, he said, until later. Por- 
traits on all notes of the same de- 
nomination will be the same and 
this, the Comptroller declared. 
would help to preyent counterfeit- 
ing. One dollar notes will bear the 
portrait of Washington and $10 
notes that of Hamilton. 

The amount of currency print- 
ed annually, if laid in piles, would 


make 555 stacks each as high as 
the Washington Monument, Pole 
said.

Supreme Court Refuses to Re- 
view Order Against Pur- 
chase of McElwain Co.

WASHINGTON, April 15. — The 
International Shoe Co. of St. Louis, 
was refused a review by the Su- 
preme Court today of a case to test 
its right to purchase the W. H. 
McElwain Co. of Boston. 

The Federal Trade Commission 
has issued an order prohibiting the 
purchase. The International had 
paid approximately $9,500,000 for 
the McElwain company, which was 
engaged in the manufacture of 


shoes. 

The International Shoe Co. 
contended that trade reverses had 
required the McElwain company 
either to liquidate on an adverse 
market or sell, and challenged the 
power of the commission to require 
it to divest itself of the stcck of 
the McEI]wain company which it 
had purchased in gaining control, 

The Circuit Court of Appeals for 
the First Circuit affirmed the com- 
mission’s order.

One Bullet Penetrates Wo- 
man’s Houseboat—Oth- 
ers Strike Two Structures 
on Shore.

MIAMI, Fla., April 15.—Coast 
|guardsmen who last night pursued 


a fleeing liquor craft up the Mi- 
ami River and startled Riverside 
residents with a machine gun bar- 
rage faced a prospective inquiry 
today by Commander R. L. Jack 
of the United States Coast Guard 
base at Fort Lauderdale, Fla. 

Under the fusillade of tracer 
bullets, several of which struck 
buildings ashore and a houseboat 
moored at the river’s edge, the 
crew of the liquor laden boat 
abandoned the craft,, which was 
captured by the coast guardsmen 
and placed in charge of United 
States customs officials.

The ship had started into a 
spin and was losing altitude rapid- 
ly. I climbed out on the wing and 
pulled the ring of my parachute. 
It opened immediately and I was 
pulled off the wing in a horizontal 
position, 

“IT made one full swing in the 
air and then I felt the parachute 
catch on the trees. I must not 
have been higher than 125 feet 
when I went off the wing and the 
‘pull off’ is the only thing that 
saved my life, as the altitude was 
too low for a regulation jump. 


“Realizing that-I was some dis- 
tance from the ground and not 
able to see how the chute had 
caught in the branches I swung in 
the wind for about 15 minutes be- 
tween two trees. All this time I 
was shouting Gray’s name, I 
caught no giimpse of him after he 
left the plane. 

No Response From Gray. 


“Getting no response from Gray 
I felt around and finally was able 
to find a branch strong enough to 
sustain my weight. I unsnapped 
my parachute harness and climbed 
down the tree. I must have been 
suspended 50 feet in the air and 
had gotten within 20 feet of the 
ground when I lost my hold on a 
branch and fell to the ground, in- 
juring my back slightly.

President Portes Gil Orders 
Moral Reforms in. Sections

MEXICO CITY, April 15.—Pres- 
ident Portes Gil has seized on the 
disintegration of the rebellion to 
inaugurate sweeping moral re- 
forms in Northern Mexico. 

Announcement was made today 


that he had instructed Luis L. 
Leon, new Governor of Chihua- 
hua, and Gen. Limon, military 
commander of Juarez, to stop all 
gambling in that state and at- 
tempt to purge it of vice. 

Gen. Limon answered that he 
would close all gambling houses 
at Juarez. Gov. Leon also wired

The President gave as r reason 
for his.orders his desire “to free 
the country from the immoral ef- 
fects of the rebellion.” Observers, 
however, recalled strong tenden- 
cies-of the Mexican chief executive 
in this direction. He has fre- 
quently put himself on record as 
in favor of a modified prohibition 
of alcoholic drinks. 

Another presidential proclama- 
tion reaffirmed a statement of 
Saturday afternoon with reference 
to surrender of rebel troops—it 
must be unconditional or not at, 
all. 

“The disaster suffered by the 
rebels has been of such magnitude 
that the rebel disintegration is 
srowing of its own £tvcora without 
Federal assistance,” the President 
said, taking note of large deser- 
tions from the rebel armies and 
flight of officers across the inter- 
national boundaries into the Unit- 
ed States,

MARRIAGE ANNULMENT 
RULING GIVEN AT ROME 


Papal Commission Bars Plea of 
‘Conditions Imposed Prior 
to Rite.”’ 


Ey the Associated Press. 

ROME, April 15.—A papal com- 
mission for authentic interpreta- 
tion of the code of canon’ law, of 
which Cardinal Gasparri is chair- 
man, has decided that applicants 
for the annulment of marriage may 
no longer plead “conditions im- 
posed prior to celebration of the 
rite.”’ 

According to the language of the 
decision, this would mean that such 
annulments as that of the Duchess 
of Marlborough, the former Con- 
suelo Vanderbilt and now MMe. 
Jacques Balsan, from the Duke of 
Marlborough, in which parental 
pressure was pleaded on behalf of 
the wife, no longer would be avail- 
ing. 

The Giornale D’Italia says the 
new ruling has been made “in or- 
der to avoid abuses and close def- 
initely a route which could easily 
seem to deceive the judges.” 

Beside Cardinal Gaspari others 
on the commission are Cardinals 
Pompili, Lega, Van Rossum, Sbar- 
retti, Ragonesi, Bisleti, Laurenti 
and Sincero. In adition there are 
consultors including representa- 
tives of various religious orders, 
notably the Jesuits, Benedictines 
and Resurrectionists. The com- 
mission was constituted by Pope 
Benedict XV in 1917. 


SLAIN IN BED WITH AN AX 


Husband Killed and Wife Assault- 
ed at Birmingham.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., April 15. 
—A woman was assaulted and 
beaten and her husband was killed 
by an ax murderer here early to- 
day in a house directly across the 
street from the scene of an ax 
murder last May. 

The attack occurred while the 
pair—Mr. and Mrs. Beverly K. 
Wharton—lay in bed. Wharton, 
who was 30 years old, died with- 
out regaining consciousness. His 
wife was unable to give a descrip- 
tion of the assailant. Two children 
sleeping in the same room were 
unharmed. The earlier crime, in 
which a woman was slain, has 
never been solved.

CONSTABLE AND SISTER 
ARE BURNED 10 DEATH 


Charles Wedig and Mrs. Hilda 
Zimmermann of Nameoki 
Die in Hospital. 


Constable Charles Wedig of 
Madison County and his sister, 
Mrs. Hilda Zellermann of Nameoki, 
died in St. Elizabeth’s Hospital, 
Granite City, last night of burns 
suffered in the forenoon in a gaso- 
line explosion at their home, 

Wedig and Mrs. Zellermann, his 
sister and housekeeper, were in the 
basement, sprinkling gasoline from 
a gallon can on the bedding of 
their two dogs to clean it of fleas. 
Suddenly there was an explosion, 
the gasoline fumes evidently hav- 
ing been ignited by heat from the 
basement furnace. 

Mrs. Zellermann ran out into 
the yard, her clothing aflame, 
while Wedig was putting out the 
fire in his own garments. A neigh- 
bor jumped over a fence and 
rolled Mrs. Zillerman oon the 
ground, extinguished the flames. 

Both Mrs. Zillermann and Wedig 
were burned about the face and 
body. Mrs. Zillermann died at 
6:45 o’clock, and her brother five 
hours later.

AMERICANS ADVISED TO QUIT 
KIANGS! PROVINCE IN CHINA 


Red Army Near Kanchow, With 
Siege Impending; Proteciton HRe- 
quested From Nationall!sts.

WASHINGTON, April 
American citizens at Kanchow, 
Kiangsi Province, have been ad- 
vised by the American authorities 
in China to withdraw from that 
city because of the impending siege 
by rebet forces. 

The State Department said today 
that advices received at Hankow 
were that a “Red army was near 
Kanchow and that reinforcements 
of the Government fortes Were 
several days distant. Kanchow was 
preparing for a siege. the Juikin 
mission had been obturned and 
prompt action by. the _ provincial 
authorities of Kiangsi at Nanchang 
had been requested. The Amert- 
can authorities have asked the Na- 
tionalist Government to send suf- 
ficient military forces to thé WNan- 
chow area to afford pro'ection to 
American lives and property.

HOOVER CONSIDERS MICHIGAN 
JUDGE AS DRY INQUIRY HEAD 


Arthur C. Denison Recommended 
to President by Chief 
Justice Taft. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 15.—Pres- 
ident Hoover has under _ serious 
consideration fo rappointment as 
the chairman of his law enforce- 
ment investigating commission, 
Judge Arthur C. Denison of Grand 
Rapids, Mich. The first sugges- 
tion of Judge Denison’s name came 
from Chief Justice Taft, with 
whom the President apparently has 
been working in close co-operation 
in matters pertaining to the judi- 
cilary. Taft, as president, thought 
so well of Denison that he made 
him District Judge of the Western 
District of Michigan and later ele- 
vated him to the bench of the 
Court of Appeals of the Sixth Ju- 
dicial circuit. He is now the sen- 
ior Judge of that circuit. 

In 1925, Judge Denison was a 
member of the Morrow Board ap- 
pointed by President Coolidge to 
investigate the aircraft situation in 
the United States. He is a Re- 
publican and a former president of 
the Michigan State Bar Associa- 
tion. 

President *Hoover, with a view 
to retting a board that will com- 
mand the respect of the country 
is moving slowly in making his se- 
lections. He has not yet an- 
nounced the name of any member 
of even the number of members. 


SUICIDE OF SYRL PUPIL LEADS 
TO RESIGNATICN OF TEACHER 


Pawtucket (R. I.) Instructor Said 
to Have Been on Friendly Terms 
With 15-Year-Old Student.

PAWTUCKET, R. I., April 15.— 
Resignation of Francis E. Wheeler 
as sheet metal instructor of Junior 
High School here was accepted 
without comment by Superintend- 
ent of Schools Wm. A. Newell last 
night. Wheeler submitted the res- 
ignation because of “prevailing cir- 
cumstances” in connection with 
the death April 5 of Florence 
Weirbrick, a 15-year-old pupil 
with whom, according to testimony 
heard at the inquest Saturday, the 
teacher is said to have been on 
friendly terms. 

On the stand, Wheeler admitted 
she telephoned to him _ several 
hours before she was killed by a 
train in Central Falls and told him 
she intended “to end it all,” and 
that after the discovery of her 
body he retrieved from two of her 
chums letters he had written -her, 
as well as two she left for him, 
which he destroyed.

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T0 TAKE STRAW VOTE 
ON DAYLIGHT SAVING 


Chamber of Commerce Com- 
mittee to Send Ballots to 
10 Pct. of Voters. 


A straw vote by 35,000 regis- 
tered voters on daylight sav- 
ing, for submission to the Board 
of Aldermen as an aid in voting 
In line with the sentiment of their 
constituents, was decided upon to- 
day by a Chamber of Commerce 
committee, including both advo- 


rates and opponents of the meas- 
ure. 

Every tenth voter on the regis- 
tration books would have oppor- 
tunity to record his position. by 
the plan devised today. The gen- 
eral plan is similar to that fol- 
lewed by the Post-Dispatch in the 
straw vote which accurately fore- 
cast the nomination of Mayor 
Miller, as suggested by W. T. Col- 
lins, a veteran campaigner for day- 
light saving. A different sect of 
voters, however, will receive the 
ballot post’ cards, since the com- 
mittee will send them te ‘the first, 
cleventh, twenty-first voter and 
so on, While the Post-Dispatch 
list began with the tenth voter, 
and went on to the twentieth, thir- 
tieth and so on. 

Plans are for the cards to be 
mailed out before May 1. A time 
iimit will be set for the return of 
the ballot. which will be printed on 
a card addressed to a locked Post- 
oifice box. The ballot box will be 
kept sealed until the ballots are 
counted by an established tabulat- 
ing Or public accounting firm in 
the presence of the committee, 
Which includes representatives of 
retail druggists and building trades 
workers opposed to daylight ‘sav- 
ing. 

Whether an ordinance for day- 
light saving—in case the straw 
vote indicates majority sentiment 
for it—would be introduced in this 
session of the Board of Aldermen 
was left an open question. Presi- 
dent Neun of the Board, who at- 
tended, pointed out that the ses- 
sion, beginning tomorrow, would 
continue until July. He remarked 
that the Board had voted against 
daylight saving because of stren- 
uous opposition of union officers, 
but added, “If the people are for 
it, the. Board will vote for it.”

The bodies of the victims were 
placed on a lake steamer for Gra- 
nada, where they will be trans- 
ferred to a train for Managua an‘ 
subsequent transportation to the 
United States. 

The widow of Lieut. McHvern te- 
ceived news of the accident at Man- 
agua. Marine records list the next 
kin of Corporal Miller as Mrs. Hel- 
en Miller, Pittsburg.

NEW YORK, April 15.—The National League starts a fight to- 
morrow that won't be decided one way or another for six Months 
or so. Some crities contend that the 1929 pennant won't be clinched 


definitely much before the closing day of the season, Oct. 6. 


In a league as well-balanced as 
the National, experts forecast the 
eventful result only at their own 
risk. Most of them have contented 
themselves with stating that four 
clubs—the New York Giants, Chi- 
cago Cubs, St. Louis Cardinals and 
Pittsburg Pirates—are the out- 
standing contenders, so closely 
matched that no one of them can 
be selected as a favorite. This 
quartet is aimost unanimously 
picked to take the first four places. 
Differences of opinion creep in 
when an attempt is made to pre- 
dict in what order they'll finish. 

Of the four, the Giants and Cubs 
have received the most pre-season 
support. John McGraw, a driving 
leader of men, has a well-rounded 
team of Giants with good pitching 
and a powerful attack. Second 
base may prove to be the Giants’ 
undoing unless Andy Reese or 
Andy Cohen comes through. 

Much Depends on Root. 

With Joe McCarthy at the helm 
and Rogers Hornsby, league bat- 
ting champion, at second base, the 
Cubs are looking for their first 
pennant since 1918 and many ob- 
gervers think they are going to get 
it. Much depends upon whether 
Charlie Root, crack right-hander, 
can perform as he did in 1927 

Billy Southworth and Donie 
Bush, managers, respectively, of 
the Cardinals and Pirates, are in 
somewhat similar positions, South- 
worth has a new infield combina- 
tion to work out and so does Bush.

rescue been delayed much longer. 

Capt. Kingsford-Smith said that 
he and his companions had sighted 
several plares passing over them, 
but. could not attract attention to 
their position with signals or by 
other means. When the first plane 
was sighted it bolstered their lag- 
ging spirits, the Captain said. 

A Heath plane will return to the 
stranded fiyers within a day or 
two, and will take a supply of fuel 
for the Southern Cross, 

Flyers Near Starvation. 

“Starvation” was the word used 
by C. P. Ulm, pilot of the Southern 
Cross, to describe to his wife the 
sufferings of the members of the 
crew from the time. they 
forced dcwn until they received 
provisions from a relicf plane. 

“All O K, but still very weak 
from starvation,” read his message 
to his wife. 

“We have been through a  ter- 
rible time, but will be returning to 
recondition the Southern Cross for 
the flight to England,’’ he saidina 
message to Chairman Garlick ofr 
the Sydney Citizens’ Fund in 
thanking him for assisting in the 
search. The Southern Cross was 
on the first leg of a flight to En- 
gland when it was forced down in 
the bush country. 

These messages, with others 
from Capt. Kingsford-Smith, were 
carried by a Heath plane to Der- 
by. 

Rescue Plane Unreported. 

It was thought that it would be 
at least a week before the South- 
ern Cross could take off again. 
Capt. Kingsford-Smith asked for 
75-gallon®@ of gasoline and thought 
that he and his companions would 
be strong enough by Friday to be- 
gin clearing a runway for the 
takeoff.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR article on tiff mining Wash- 
ington County. appearing April 5, to 
my mind is typical of the correspondent 
who makes a practice of selecting the

. people country of whom he writes. 
Wh here is exploitation of the na- 
tives es * e mining companies—and your 
reporter might have rendered a real serv- 
ice by exposing this in detail rather than 
drawing vague generalizations—the con- 
itions described are not in any way 
typical of the whole region. Two-thirds 
of Union Township does not belong to a 
mining company. The amount is per- 
2 haps less than one-fifth. There are no 
more old superstitions holding sway in 
the Ozarks than among any other group 
of Missourians. Doctors trom De Soto and 
: Potosi do not need to travel in buggies! 
except perhaps in very rare instances, It 
does not require three or four weeks of 

tiff mining to pay for a doctor's call. 

The many inaccuracies in the article 
twist what there is of truth in such a 
manner that the reader who does not 
know Washington County and the Ozarks 
: gets an entirely erroneous impression. 
The whole region is not changing slowly, 
: as anyone who has known it a few years 
' can testify. 

Your reporters could do the Ozarks a 
real service by presenting actual facts or 
typical conditions, rather than selecting 
extreme cases and playing them up as 
general characteristics of a region. As 
it is, they serve only to widen the breach 
based on misunderstanding an false 
conceptions that exists between many of 
the people of St. Louis and the rural sec- 
tions of our State.

SMOKED BEEF TONGUE 
OFFERS A CHANGE 


It Is an Economical Buy as 
Every Particle May Be 
Used. 


Those who tire of the routine of 
every-day meats will be glad to 
serve boiled tongue. 

A smoked beef tongue has prob- 
ably the best flavor. One weigh- 


ing about four pounds is a good 
buy, as it will allow enough for 
another meal. 

The smoked tongue should be 
soaked over night or for several 
hours, then boiled slowly allowing 
one-half hour cooking for each 
pound. 

When done, the tongue should be 
Skinned and the root end trimmed 
off. The meaty part of this can be 
chopped and used for sandwiches, 
croquettes, or combined with mac- 
aroni or rice for luncheon. 

Cut boiled tongue in slices about 
one-third an inch thick. Dip in 
beaten egg that has been diluted 
with a tablespoon of cold water 
and seasoned with salt and pepper. 
Roll the slices next in fine, dry 
bread crumbs and brown quickly 
in hot fat. Drain and serve with a 
well seasoned tomato sauce. Gar- 
nish with parsley or watercress. 

For the tomato sauce, cook two 
cups of tomatoes for 15 minutes 
with one small onion, one teaspoon 
of salt, one teaspoon of sugar, one 
whole clove and a small piece of 
bayleaf. Strain. Cook two table- 
spoons of butter with two table- 
spoons of flour until well blended. 
Add the tomato juice and enough 
stock or hot water to make two 
cups of liquid. Cook until thick- 
ened, add more seasoning if desired 
and serve very hot. 


STRAWBERRY CAKE FILLING

Housewives who contemplate 
making a layer cake within the 
coming week or month accept this 
suggestion and put the layers to- 
gether with a strawberry filling 
made out of fresh strawberries.

Rub stewed, dried apricots 

through a coarse strainer to make 
one and one-half cups of pulp. Add 
to it the juice of one orange and 
one teaspoon of grated orange rind. 
Soak two tablespoons of gelatine 
in one-third cup of cold water for 
10 minutes, then dissolve in one 
cup of boiling water. Cool and 
add to the apricot mixture. If not 
sweet enough, add sugar as neces- 
sary. 
Cool the mixture until it begins 
to thicken and then fold in the 
stiffly beaten whites of two eggs 
and one cup of whipped cream. 

Pour into small molds, chill, 
turn out and serve plain or gar- 
nished with small triangles of 
sponge cake or with lady fingers.

Nashville Man Places Sticker in 
Auto of Rival, Then 
Shoots Hfm. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 15.— 
A tiny cockleburr, placed by a sus- 
picious husband in the car of the 
man he thought was paying unwel- 
come attention to his wife, led to 
the killing of Edward Wood, 29 
years old, fiHing station manager, 
by Tom Overton, 30, his former 
employer yesterday morning, Over- 
ton’s aged father to!d police last 
night. 

Pursued by Overton, who shot as | 
he ran, Wood fled from his fill- 
ing station to collapse dying on the 
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floor of a kitchen in the nearby 
home of Mrs. Ida Zink. Five of 
Overton’s seven shots took effect. 
Wood died on the way to a hos- 
pital. 

Surrendering to police, Overton 
declared, “I hope I killed him. I've 
stood it long enough.” He is held 
on a charge of murder. 

March 4, Overton, suspecting 
that Wood, his employer, was pay- 
ing attention to Mrs. Overton, 
placed| in Wood's car a cockleburr 


{to which he had attached a red 


string, said the slayer’s father, G. 
E. Overton. Several days later, Ov- 
erton found the burr in Mrs, Over- 
ton’s clothes, hia father said. At 
that time, Overton left the employ 
of Wood, warning him that his at- 
tentions to Mrs. Overton were un- 
welecome. 

Questioned by police, Mrs. Over- 
ton. who has separated from her 
husband since March, denied she 
had been unfaithful and made a 
counter-charge of infidelity against 
her husband. 
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“He has been going with another 
woman since Christmas. That 
broke up our home,” she said. 

Overton took his little daughter. 
Gladys, 7, who was living with her 
mother, to Sunday School yester- 
day morning. He then drove to 
Wood's filling station and jumped 
out of the car, pistol in hand. 

“He started shooting at Wood 


just after he got out of the car,” 
John O. Roach, filling station em- 
ploye, said. 

Wood ran across the back lot of 
our filling station with Overton In 
pursuit. He staggered past Mrs. 
Zink and fell on the floor of the 
kitchen. She tried to stop Over- 
ton, but he knocked her down and 
emptied his pistol into Wood.

QUIET TRADE MARKS 
‘WEEK ON EXCHANGE 


Stock Price Movements Are 
Neither Sensational Nor 
Conclusive. 


NEW YORK, ‘April 15.—Price 
movements on the New York stock 
exchange last week were neither 
sensational nor conclusive. There 


were sharp bits of action as in 
Interborough when the Supreme 
Court decision came out, but by and 
large it was a quiet week. 
Reverberations of the battle of 
brokers’ loans continued. The to- 
tal dropped by the sizable amount 
of $366,000,000 below the peak of 
three weeks ago. This, however, 
is a reduction of only six and 
three-tenths per cent. Common in- 
dustrial stocks, in which there is 
most speculation on the stock ex- 
change, have meanwhile declined 
four and five-tenths per cent in 
price level. 
In the three weeks’ decline in 
brokers’ loans from December 5 
to December 26 there was a re- 
duction of $303,000,000 in the to- 
tal, which was five and six-tenths 
per cent.

Steels Make Best Showing. 


The steels group made the best 
showing and showed up especially 
well toward the week end. Rails 
were quite uniformly strong. There 
was some very strong spots among 
stores, but others of this group 
went down. 

Coppers were uniformly weak, 
with only two stocks in the group 
advancing. The turn downward 
in the price of copper metal is the 
big factor. 

The compact survey of New York 
stock exchange movements of com- 
mon industrial shares is given be- 
low in price indexes (1926—100). 
There are two indexes of market 
price movement. The first (“Shares 
Outstanding”) represents all com- 
mon industrial shares listed on the 
Exchange, the importance of each 
stock being considered according 
to the shares in existence, or out- 
standing. The second index (‘50 
Leaders”) shows the price move- 
ment of the common industrial 
stocks most heavily dealt in dur- 
ing the week, this list changing 
weekly with the shifts in trading 
popularity. 

The “Shares Outstanding” index 
shows what a substantially repre- 
sentative $100 worth of stocks in 
1926 would now amount to if held 
unchanged since that year. The 
“50 Leaders” index shows the re- 
sult of reinvesting the $100 every 
week in the market favorites of 
that week.

| Spring Housecleaning 


OUSECLEANING is not the 
H semiannual bugbear it was to 

the housewives of a quarter of 
a century ago, for women have 
learned the advantage of preven- 
tive housecleaning and present-day 
household appliances make it pos- 
sible to clean house as we go, as 
there is no longer the necessity of 
a general upheaval that in moth- 
er’s day meant discomfort to the 
entire family for a week or longer. 

However, with the cominy of 
the major reasons, the housewife’s 
thoughts just naturally tura_ to 
home renovations and improve- 
ments. If she has not trained her 
family in the ways they should do 
in the home she will find much to 
retard her task. There may be a 
cluttered cellar, a store room 
where “everything is in a mess’ 
and the individual closets may re- 
quire days to straighten out. 

This is discouraging and ts all 
quite unnecessary labor. It is no 
task for edch' member to keep his 
own possessions in order to put 
articles used in the place wtere 
they belong and not to save things 
because they “might come in han- 
dy some day,” but when the en- 
tire task falls on one person it is 
a severe tax on her time and 
strength. 

Avoid this by rightly training the 
members of the family. Instruct 
each one what is expected of the 
family members. At first it may 
be necessary for you to keep track

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i HOW TO CARE 
FOR LEATHERS 
INE shoes of calf, kid and rep- 
F tile leathers never can endure 
this life unless they are given 
beauty treatment periodically. 
Creams and lotions applied by your 
own lily-white hand will work won- 
ders in restoring their beauty. 

Lotions for leathers are a three- 
in-one as it were of the treatments 
most women apply to their faces, 
One ingredient is to clean, one to 
feed the texture and a weak aztrin- 
gent to cut the grease and impart 
a smooth surface. 

There are several beauty lotions 
for leathers which remove dirt and 
most spots and which feed the 
leather with a certain amount of 
emulsion. These creams usually 
contain a wee bit of turpentine to 
cut the grease, soap to wash it out 
and enough wax to impart a gloss 
under the use of a woolen cloth 
with friction. 

Blue or blond kid, black lizard, 
brown alligator, mottled water- 
snake, or a tan or beige calf either 
smooth or with imprinted grain 
simulating any other skin—all re- 
spond to neutral creams. 

Lizard, snake and alligator lea- 
ther require merely the cream and 
the polishing cloth. Calf and kid 
shoes are the better for a lignt 
treatment with any superior polish. 

Turpentine, according to tests, 
is not injurious to these leathers 
in small quantities. Gasoline and 
benzine are, smudging the color, 
drying the leather and leaving their 
own oil to spot it. 

These two used for cleaning a 
grease spot may only make it 
worse. If not too hazardous a ven- 
ture, a spot can be taken off by 
applying a layor of quick-drying 
rubber cement which contains 
nothing but rubber and pure solv- 
ent, first wetting the leather 
around the spot to keep the edges 
of the cement loose, and by peel- 
ing off the cement the very mo- 
ment it is dry.
